There had been riots and shoot- 
ings in the Rhineland capital. 

The Banner of World Revolution 
had been hoisted over the Town 
Hall.

Our lads didn’t hate in 1919 as 
they do now, The war, compara- 
tively, had been waged and won 
in decency and honour. Germany 
had not been branded as a nation 
of criminals.

Large 
beer halls and cafés like the 
Germania, the Lindenhof, the 
Poet and Peasant, the Palant, 
were the favourite hunting 
grounds of the pickets, as were 


aiso notorious streets like Agrip- 
pina-strasse and Schildergasse. 

those pickets were mainly 
ned with stamping out, or, 
at least, regulating prostitution 
And in the Town Guard room 
was the Black Book, a great 
tragic book of several volumes 
recording the lives and habits of 
the thousands of such women 
plying their trade in the city. 

But what Army Council or 
Army Commander can tell his 
men to ve cold, apathetic, when 
around them are starving women 
and children? Kiddies crept into 
our barrack yard at Sud Park 
and rummaged through the gar- 
bage tins, -They were hollow- 
eyed, thin, forlorn. (Please don't 
write accusing me of sympathy 
for the Germans. I am recording 
fact: telling you what I, and 
many thousands more saw in ‘the 
Cologne of 1919.) 

Near the barracks was a little 
establishment, neither shop nor 
café, beer hall nor restaurant. 
Once. no doubt. vou could have 
bought real coff real Mun- 
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it is a very good thing that this 
is so. 

I know that any man in trouble 
feels that his troubles are more 
acute than any other troubles on 
earth; and I also know that in a 
little while, in ninety-nine cases 
out of a hundred, he gets over 
it all and goes back to normal 
again. 


Discriminating 
Circumstances 


But once in a while a strange 
and sad combination of circum- 
stances really does afflict a man 
with troubles beyond the ordin- 
ary: and then it is necessary for 
discipline to relax and for the 
law to make allowances. 

This must apply always, in all 
walks of life. Criminal law makes 
allowances even for murder. So 
should you, as a judge of men in

Maria and her mother “ ran” 
the place. All they had to sell 
were a few withered vegetables, 
‘cake ” which tasted like saw- 
dust, and “coffee” whose colour 
alone allied it to the real thing 

They also sold a peculiarly 
filthy concoction they called 


fruit drink, It had its origin in 
a coke oven and was a synthetic 
product of the Hun laboratories. 

Maria (again I record fact) was 
blonde, pretty and alluring. She 


was rungry—but the ravages of 
war were not so evident on her 
as on others. She could still 
smile; often did. And, naturally, 
the boys went to spend a few 
pfennigs there, not because of 
the “cake” and “coffee.” but 
pecause they were human. and 
being human they found Maria 


singularly pleasing to cyes weary 
of war and ugliness. 

One dav we learned that a 
warrant officer—a beast of a man 
if there ever was one—had tried 


to seduce Maria. He had offered 
her cheese, chocolate. white 
bread and other rare food. which 


had tempted the girl almost to 
distraction. 


Our Attitude 


There was general indignation 
among the boys when the story 
came out. Maria was safe- 
guarded from similar temptation 
by a constant flow of such things 


smuggled past the guard in 
trouser pockets 
I tell this little story because 


it was typical of the reaction of 
many of our soldiers to fraternis- 


ation — typical, too, of our 
emotional approach to the 
women of a conquered and 
defeated enemy, 

There was another, less 
pleasant, side to the picture. 
Later in the year, when I was 
attending a course at the VI 


Corps School. I was billeted on a 


leading Cologne solicitor. His 
home was a mansion in one of 


the most aristocratic suburbs 
For days, by mutual tacit con- 
sent, we ignored each other. 
One evening he asked me with 
some diffidence if I would care 
to sample his cherry brandy. It 


was pre-1914, he explained. and 
he was proud of it 
I sampled the liqueur, It was 


superb. He talked. The war had 
been a grave mistake, he said 
Britain and Germany would have 


a military capacity make allow- 
ances for certain unpremeditated 
breaches of etiquette and viola- 
tions of discipline brought about 
under pressure of extraordinary 
human anguish. 

It would be a pity to ruin a 
good soldier by taking the heart 
out.of him. I do not suggest— 
God forbid—that you let law and 
order go by the board and permit 
every man’s private affairs to in- 
terfere with his soldiering 

But there really are cases in 
which a certain exception may be 
made, and in these cases discip- 
line gains rather than loses by a 
shade of laxity, because, if I know 
my soldier, he tends to love and 
respect vou all the more for a 
little discrimination when ex- 
ceptionally bitter conditions war- 
rant it.
